REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Curatolo teaches an osmotic system comprising a core with 
a crystalline drug and a swellable layer. The system is also coated with a coating 
surrounding the core. Curatolo, however, does not teach the claimed dispersion 
polymer in the core. Curatolo further does not teach that all of the active agent in the 
osmotic system is amorphous. The data in the present specification showed that the 
amorphous drug in the core of the claimed invention is extruded out through the rupture 
in the coating, providing a controlled release of the drug dispersion that results in a 
concentration of drug achieved exceeds the maximum solubility of the crystalline drug 
by a factor of two. The AUC of the claimed invention is 1 .8 times or 1 .25 fold that of an 
AUC of a crystalline and undispersed drug (see examples and Figures).
